The action of the trustees of Lhe
county In abollshing the office of
rural school supervisor is one that we
feel sure will be deeply regretted by
the peofle generally and an action
that would not have taken place haa
ull the trustees in the county been
awake to the situation and huad an-
swered the letter written to them in
regard to this matter several days ago
by the connty board of education.

The cause of this action Is sald to
be for the waut of $260. This amount
Las beon coming from the Peabody
fund, but is available no longer. 1t
is understood that the other money
with which to pay the salary and ex-
pense of such an office cames from the
couaty board achool fund. Anderson
County has 92 schoola with an en
rollmient of puplls numbering 11,000
and we feal sure that eachh school
would be willing to subscribe Its
share of the necessary $260 to main
talm this office, If this be the reason
for its discontinuance. A letter from
the trustees of one school In the
county stated that they would be will-
ing to glve $26.00 toward keeplug thia
office.

Through the office of rural school
supervisor uearly 75 rural school im-
prvoement nssoclationsa have been
formed, 8o many that Anderson Coun-
ty leads in the State and is the ban-
ner county. All this work has been
done In the past wo years. These gs-
sociationa have ralsed funds suffleieat
to purchase approximately $6,000
worth of school furniture and fix-
tures, really necessary to the run-
tning of the schools properly. Through
them libraries have been formed and
old ones have added new books. Are
all of these associations to perish?
No, not necessarily so but all such
generaly do without a leader to keep
them imbibeu with the spirit of thelr
organization.

The field day exerclses held in An-
derson this spring was one of the
grontest things that has ever hap-
pened in this county in the way of an
educational rally, and the office of
rural school supervisor was largely
responsible for it. Such exercises ns
these cause the children to {imitate
one another with the desire to excel

create a bond of symgathy through
the rural school improvement assocla:
tions between the teacher and tho
parent, a very necessary feature in
he running of a good sachool.

HEALTH HINTS

FACING THE FACTS OF INFANT MORTALITY.

Written Especially for The Intelligeneer by a Loecal Physielan.

Infant mortality is one of, if not
the mosl, important question before
the American people today.

From the statistics of 1910 we gath-
er the startling information that dur-
Ing that’ year there were more than
250,000 deaths in the United tSates
of Infants under one vear of age.
More than one-third died of digestive
dlanrders. mainly due to the feeding

impure milk. In New York State
during 1914 it cost $350,000 to bury
the babies killed by’ bad milk aund|
this did not include the cost of tomb-
stones. Please rememder, too, that|
the Infant mortality rate in New York
Is perhaps lower than in our own
State. The following paragraphs pre-
pared under the directlon of Prof.
Dietrich of Berlin for the recent in-
ternational congress on prevention of
infant mortality puts the case strong-
ly and Lllarly

——

“It was formerly believed that the

rate of rtality among children who
had not reached the first anniversary
of thelr birth was a wise dispensa-
tlon of gature intended to prevent
children #ith a weak constitution be-
coming té plentiful. Today we know
that a great infant mortality is a
national {lisaster. On the one hand
because jumerous economic values

are creaty! without purpose and pre-
maturely/destroyed, and on the other

haad use of the high rate of in-
fant moftality affects the powers of
reslatané of the other infants, and

eneration.”

from preventable causes justifies the
conviction that the present exces-
sive and alarming mortality could be
cut down at least one-half by the ap-
plication of methods, which are with-
in the reach of every community.

A rigid inspection of the milk sup- ;-
ply, whether from the dairy or frome®

the private home where milk is sold,
should be made by the city health
officer especially during the summer
months and frequent samplea from
all these thoroughly tested, not only
Jfor fat but for dirt and bacteria.
“The importenee of the milk control °
cannot be overestimated. "It is the
consensus of opinion among wmen who
have glven this subject much thought
and study and who know, that un-
clean milk, or thc Impreper prepara-
tion and carg of milk in the home,
Is resporsible for a large share of the
Ineresse in Infant death rate that
comes with the hot season, It Is the
clty’s duty to see that the people can
buy clean mila; it l# the puarents duty
to see that it is kept clean. It Is
now an established fact that the germ
of the dreaded cholera infantum ori-
ginates with the cow excretla, and
that ‘dirty milk and the house fly
are the carrlers ol the infectlon, Flies
-carry the infection not only to the
exposed milk but directly to the
baby's mouth and to the nipple of ite
‘bottle. Destroy the breeding places
of these pests and this can be done
most effectually by giving the health
officer of our city the power to compel
tle collection of all garbage and re-
fuse and then adequate facilities for
dirposing of same,

Dust also comes in for its share of
distribution of the germs which pro-
duce the deadly bowel complaint of
little ones. When it is understood
that thess germs ywhen developed can
ond do use the dust particles as =&
means of transit from the pasture to
the dust in the street and then into
cur homes, however guarded and pro-
treted the little ones may be, the Im-
portance of, thorough and systematic
sprinkling of all streets during the
oonths of June, July, August and
feptember becomes apparent.

Have hands and dishes clean when
you preiare the baby's food. Boil or
pasteurize all miik unless otherwise
